Report of Roman Catholic Chaplain. 

When visiting a patient in Ward 33, on Saturday evening the 16th instant, I 
was called by another patient in the same ward to give religious instruction to 
her. Her name is Catherine Dwyer, but being told by the nurse that she was a 
Protestant, I replied that I could not speak to her upon religious matters till her 
registry was altered. I told the nurse to report to the master, and to follow the 
rules in such cases. I never speak to Protestants till they are registered 
Catholics. But I regret to be forced to complain of some expressions made use 
of by the Protestant chaplain, on Sunday the 7th instant, when visiting the 
same patient. He called the Catholic religion idolatry ; that no one would be 
saved who belonged to it ; spoke most disrespectfully of the holy sacrifice of the 
mass — the holy sacrament of the eucharist— extreme unction — purgatory, &c., 
and all this in a ward almost exclusively Catholic, only one Protestant being in 
it. The poor people’s feelings were so outraged that they could hardly restrain 
themselves from using violence to him. The nurse declared to me that she 
thought that only for her prudent course in restraining them, they would have 
cast the tin vessels and all other procurable missiles at his head. This he has 
frequently done in similar circumstances : in the Lunatic Ward, some time ago, 
where the nurse, (Clarke,) aCatholic, was forced to reprove him for hurting her 
own and her patients’ feelings by such language ; also to a woman named 
M c Lorn an, with whom, she a Catholic, he sought an interview, and spoke in 
very hurtful terms of her religion. I will not add one word of comment, but 
will ask the Board to inquire into these facts, as reported to me, and to protect 
the poor people. I never hurted a Protestant’s feelings since I came to the 
institution, indeed, never in my life.

When addressing them in most painful 
language respecting extreme unction, the nurse replied, ■■ That his words would 
take no effect upon her, he compared her to the incredulous Jews, who were so 
hardened and insensible as not to be converted even by the preaching of the 
Redeemer.

have the honour to forward herewith the evidence taken on an inquiry held 
by me at the North Dublin Union workhouse on Monday the 29 th of December 
relative to the charges preferred by the Roman-catholic chaplain against the 
Protestant chaplain, contained in the reports made by that officer to the Board 
of Guardians on the 10 th and 17 th instant, which inquiry I was directed to 
^make by your letter of the 22 d instant, No. 70,774/51. 

I find that on Sunday the 7 th of December, the Rev. Mr. Stanford tile Pro 
testant chaplain proceeded to No. 33 ward in that workhouse, which ’is used as 
.an hospital ward, the object of his visit appearing to have been to see a woman 
ot the name of Dwyer, who was a patient in the ward, registered as a Protest- 
ant but who, it seems, had expressed an intention of altering her religion to 
that of Roman-catholic. On entering the ward he spoke to this woman on the 
subject ot her intended change ; and finding that such was her wish lie pro- 
ceeded to explain to her Ins views upon the subject of the doctrines entertained 
b) that church, and endeavouring to induce her to give up her intention of 
changing her religion. 



It appears from the evidence, that the expressions used by Mr. Stanford on 
■this occasion were of the strongest nature in reference to all the leading doctrines 
held by Roman-catholics, and of a nature that could not be otherwise than most 
painful to the feelings of any party holding those religious opinions who heard 
them it may be sufficient to state, that he spoke of those doctrines as beirnr 
■idolatrous, and entered into a detail of them, alluding to the doctrines of tran- 
substantiation, extreme unction, masses for the dead, and others, in terms of the 
■strongest character. 



In the ward in which this occurrence took place there were 2 D beds, there 
being 17 patients professing the Roman-catholic religion, and only one Protest- 
ant besides the woman Dwyer, whom he was addressing. A number of these 
patients were confined to bed, whilst some were able to be up. 

The bed of Dwyer was situated at one extremity of the ward, and Mr. Stan- 
ford was standing beside it at the time at which he was making these observa- 
tions; he is stated, however, during the great part of his discourse, not to have 
stood with his face towards the patient, but towards the centre passage through 
the ward, thus having his side turned in her direction, and making him appear 
to be directing his address, not only to Dwyer, but the other patients in the 
ward. 



There can be no doubt that Mr. Stanford spoke in such a tone and manner 
as to make himself heard by far the greater portion, if not all, the patients in 
the ward, speaking, as stated by a Protestant patient in the ward at the time, in 
the same tone of voice as he did in church, and certainly taking not the least 
'precaution to prevent his observations being generally heard. 

After the Rev. Mr. Stanford’s departure from the ward, some of the Roman- 
catholic patients expressed their opinion in the strongest manner of the conduct 
of Mr. Stanford, and his observations upon their religion, stating to the nurse

of the ward, that it was owing to the example shown by her that they had not 
given expression to their feelings in his presence, having felt a strong inclination 
to throw at him their tins or other procurable missile. 

The Rev. Mr. Stanford again visited the ward in the course of the followino- 
week ; some of the witnesses said the day following ; but I am inclined to think 
it was not until the next Thursday. The object of his visit on this occasion ap- 
pears to have been to make inquiries from the nurse as to the truth of a report 
which he had heard, that the patients on the occasion of his former visit had 
with difficulty been restrained from throwing articles at him. After making 
this inquiry, he appears to have entered into a discussion with the nurse and 
some of the patients, with a view of endeavouring to prove to them that they 
had no just cause for being offended at his former visit, as Protestants had as 
much right to object to a Roman-catholic clergyman coming into the ward with a 
table and pot of oil, as they had to listening to hearing their errors denounced. 

I here is no doubt, also, that he stated to nurse Cavanagh, when she informed 
him that his observations had no weight with her, that the unbelieving Jews 
acted in a similar manner towards our Saviour. b 

The next subject of inquiry was in relation to the Rev. Mr. Stanford having 
spoken in very disrespectful terms of her religion, to a woman of the name of 
M Lornan, a Roman-catholic inmate of the workhouse ; and this was fully sus 
tamed by the evidence of that party. It seems that this woman and her hus- 
band were both inmates of the workhouse, the latter having, during his resi 
dence in the workhouse, changed his religion from Roman-catholic to Protestant 
the former remaining m the same religion which she professed when admitted’ 

i 4 . SIUOe the Monda y preceding last Easter, the Rev. Mr Stanford 

had had four interviews with her, on which religious subjects formed the tonic of 
their conversation, and in which the Rev. Mr. Stanford used language of the 
strongest nature, in condemnation of Roman-catholic doctrines. The first inter- 
vmw seems to have taken place in consequence of his having found a Roman- 
catholic book with the woman's husband, which he had ascertained had been lent 
to him by her ; he m consequence sent for her to remonstrate with her, upon her 
. giving such a book to her husband, and took the opportunity of speakin w™ hej 
m the strongest manner of the doctrines held by her Church. She describes 
her feelmgs on this occasion as being most deeply hurt, and ascribes a fever

Minutes of Evidence. 

Catherine Cavanagh, sworn Is an inmate of the workhouse ; is employed as nurse in 
JNo. 33 ward, which is an hospital ward ; recollects the Protestant chaplain going into the 
ward on Sunday the 7 th of December ; he first asked witness if she had brought the Roman- 
catholic chaplain to a person of the name of Dwyer; told him she had not; he then asked 
how be had happened to come into the ward, when witness told him he had come to see a 
patient, and that Dwyer had called him to go over to her; the Rev. Mr. Stanford then went

would have to believe in the Virgin Mary and in saints ;” he said also, “ she would be 
damned if she did so;” he. then spoke of the chalice and the host, and also of the bread and 
wine, m a derisive manner; he also spoke about the brass candlestick and the anointino- with 
oil in a similar manner; also speaking of purgatory in a like way, he said, “ the Roman- 
catholics had our Lord dying eveiy day in the week with their false doctrine, whereas 
he only died once he also said, “ that the people were impoverished by paying for 
masses, which would not otherwise be said for them;” he said the Roman-catholics 
v/ould all fly from their religion, if they knew enough, as it was all a compound of 
idolatry ; he was addressing every one in the ward, in making these observations ; there 
were only two Protestants, and there were 17 Roman-catholic patients in the ward ; lie 
spoke in a manner to be heard by every one in the ward ; felt much disturbed at what she 
heard, but kept herself quiet; when Mr. Stanford had left the ward, two of the patients, 
named Ryan and M'Namee, said if she (witness) had not kept quiet, Mr. Stanford would 
not have gone out as he came in, in which the other patients concurred; they said they 
had been inclined to throw their pint tins at him ; recollects the Rev. Mr. Stanford visiting 
the ward again on the day following, Monday; he asked witness if she had on the day 
before to prevent the patients throwing their cans at him ; told him they had no cans, but 
she had to prevent them throwing their pint tins ; that the patients had told her they were 
inclined to do so; Mr. Stanford addressed himself to Roman Catholics ; it was at the lower 
en ~ of the ward; he spoke again “ot coining in with the holy oil, and such nonsense ;” she 
told him, what he had said on the former day would have no effect upon her; when he told 
her thao she was like the unbelieving Jews when our Saviour came amongst them; he 
addressed this personally to herself; there were two Roman-catholics standing by; never 
heard the Rev. Mr. Faulkner speaking disrespectfully of the Protestant religion. 

Cross-examined. The Rev. Mr. Stanford was standing at the head of Dwyer’s bed during 
the time she alluded to on the Sunday;- witness was standing at the foot of the bed ; does 
not recollect all that passed; Dwyer said, in reply to the Rev. Mr. Stanford, that she knew 
a little of both religions; heard the Rev. Mr. Stanford say it was his duty to tell her she 
was going astray; Ryan was in the bed next but one to Dwyer’s; the other woman, 
M‘Nu.mee, was standing in the ward, opposite the bed ; told the Rev. Mr. Faulkner what 
had occurred some time after, but cannot exactly say when ; he did not make any inquiry 
from the patients themselves, but the patients were present when wituess informed him; 
M'Namee was discharged from the ward about three days after by the doctor, but was 
brought back again on the day following ; thought from the way Mr. Stanford looked round, 
he was addressing all the people in the ward ; the Rev. Mr. Barter was with Mr. Stanford 
on the second occasion referred to by witness; did not tell the Rev. Mr. Stanford that if 
she had shown them the example, the patients would have thrown their tins at him ; cannot 
recollect what led to Mr. Stanford speaking of the holy oil ; stood in the. ward at the foot of 
the bed whilst Mr. Stanford was speaking 10 witness, without there being any necessity for 
her doing so ; there was no necessity for M'Namee standing at the foot of the bed ; did not 
report to the matron, because there was no disturbance ; by speaking in derision, she means 
that the Rev. Mr. Stanford made little of the doctrines mentioned ; she thought that lie 
spoke of them in a light manner ; the woman Dwyer was a Protestant at the time she was 
spoken to ; knew that she had expressed a desire to change her religion ; there were two 
Protestants, one named Mary Dwyer and another named Stratford, who came in with Mr. 
Stanford, and remained in the ward at a short distance from Dwyer’s bed; the Rev. Mr. 
Barter was present all the time the Rev. Mr. Stanford spoke to witness on the second occa- 
sion ; the ward is a syphilis ward ; Dwyer’s bed was the end bed of the ward ; Mr. Stan- 
ford stood with his back to the wall at the side ol the bed ; did not know of any Protestant 
women being in the ward on the second, occasion ; has been a nurse of the ward for about 
.12 months.

He asked what she took that wafer to be which she took in the Sacrament • she 
told him she believed it to be the body and blood of Jesus Christ under the appearance of 
bread and wine. He asked her if it had the taste of flesh and blood ; said not. He asked 
her did she suppose, in eating that, she was eating the bones and all, of Jesus Christ - he 
told her that a short time before, a priest went to anoint a dying woman in the workhouse 
she was not able to swallow the sacrament, when the priest bruised up the sacrament in the 
spoon, and poured it down her throat; and asked her her opinion whether the priest could 
do that with the body and blood of J esus Christ ; felt as if her blood chilled at the ex- 
pressions, and cried a great deal that evening ; took a headache and lay ill for six weeks 
afterwards ; was ill with fever, and thinks the fever was brought on by what she heard. The 
second time that Mr. Stanford spoke to her, was in the summer, after her recovery • lie 
asked her how her husband was, and was she going over to see him; he asked her if she 
had got the book which he had left with her husband for her; took out a book from under 
her apron, and asked if that was the one he referred to ; he said yes, and did she read it- 
the book was called the Hand-book; it was a controversial one; told him she did not read 
it ; he asked why ? Told him they were not allowed, by the rules of their church, to read that 
sort of book ; lie said then, he was surprised that so intelligent a person should be so blinded 
as to not see into the drift of the popish priests preventing them from reading the Scriptures 
t i-uf t0 j UC ^ e ^ or themselves ; he said that the book was chiefly taken from the Douav 
Bmle and l)r. Butler’s Catechism ; he then quoted some portions of Scripture, which she 
cannot recollect, to show her she was going in the wrong way. Sometime after, about three 
weeks, went to the church to get back the book which she had lent to her husband when 
she was brought into the vestry and saw Mr. Stanford ; he asked her from whom she had 
got the book, when she said slie had been lent the book by a woman in the house ; when he 
asked witness to send that woman to him, until he should give her a little advice; he quoted 
then a good deal of Scripture, and preached to her a good while, and told her ’that if she 
would lay those truths to her heart, and believe them, she would go out as white as snow 
though her sins were as red as scarlet ; he said he would leave the book she wanted with’ 
the Protestant schoolmistress for her. The last occasion on which she had an interview with 
Mr. Stanford, was in her ward, where he came to see a patient of his own religion. When 
he had done reading, he called her up- from the end of the ward to where lie was when he 
gave her the book she had lent to her husband, and said he wished to see the person who 
had lent the book to her ; he then began to speak to her again on religious subjects, and 
said the Roman-catholic religion was a compound of idolatry and blasphemy ; spoke of pur- 
gatory, and the people being impoverished by having to pay for masses, and what 
w-ould become of those who had no money to pay for masses; he then save her 
the book ; received the book from an inmate of the name of Mary Cavanagh, an inmate of 
the workhouse, who is employed as a servant to an officer of the workhouse ; asked this 
party for the loan of it, having seen it on the kitchen table. On the second occasion she 
saw Mr. Stanford, lie said to her, lie hoped what he had said to her the first time he con- 
versed with her, had not been the cause of her illness, when she told him she could not tell. 

First told the Rev. Mr. Faulkner, about a fortnight after her recovery, and told him of the' 
other interviews about a month ago; had an interview with the Rev. Mr. Stanford about a 
letter ; wanted him to pay the postage of the letter ; also went to him on another occasion 
with a letter from her husband, who was an inmate, asking for snuff; there was no conver- 
sation upon these occasions about religion; recollects Captain Knox coming to the work- 
house and having an interview with her ; Mr. Stanford saw her after this Interview and 
made no allusion to religion ; her husband was not quite right in his intellect; spoke to him 
on religious subjects ; asked him when he was lying in the hospital ward if lie would wish to 
see the priest; he said he would do anything she wished; her husband was of weak 
mind before he came into the workhouse ; thinks he was never in his right mind after 
coming in.

again using language calculated to offend the feelings of Roman-catholics 

The several conversations held by you with a female inmate named M‘Lornan 
the wife of a Roman-catholic inmate who had been converted to Protestantism are 
regarded by the Commissioners in a still more serious light than the occurrences 
above mentioned. This woman being a Roman-catholic, and registered as such 
avowed to you her wish to remain a Roman-catholic, and appears to have been 
desirous to bring her husband back to that persuasion. The language addressed 
by you to this person regarding some of the leading tenets of the Roman- catholic 
faith, has been read by the Commissioners with much pain. It was calculated 
not merely to offend, but to wound deeply, the feelings of any person sincerely 
professing that persuasion ; and you used that language to Mrs M‘Lornan well 
knowing that she was registered a Roman-catholic, and therefore was not a proper 

object of your ministrations as Protestant chaplain. . 

The Commissioners find from Mr. Crawford’s report, that you make no denial 
of having entered into a controversial discussion with the Roman-catholic in- 
mate, Mrs. M‘ Lornan ; and in the explanation of your conduct addressed to the 
guardians on the 31st December last, and recorded in their minutes, you state 
that you “did not enter on the subject of her religion with her,’ until you 
learned that she was avowedly endeavouring to persuade her husband, who 
from long suffering, had become weak in his intellect, and was at the time about 
to suffer amputation of his foot, to embrace the Roman-catholic faith and 
with this object had brought him a Roman-catholic book to read." You further 
state, “ that, as often as opportunity occurred, you did remonstrate with this 
woman, and that under all similar circumstances you shall pursue a precisely si mi- 
lar course.” r J 

It remains for the Commissioners to state, that they consider your explanations 
quite unsatisfactory, and that your avowed intention to pursue the same course 
under similar circumstances affords them no prospect of your conducting the 
ministrations of the Protestant, chaplaincy in a manner compatible with the 
preservation of order and discipline in the workhouse, or with the relation in 
which its inmates stand to those placed in authority over them. 

The inmates of a private dwelling have it in their own power to protect them- 
selves from the intrusion of parties who are disposed, without invitation and 
against tlieir wishes, to assail their religious convictions by language of an 
irritating avid offensive nature ; but the inmates of a workhouse cannot avoid 
hearing language addressed to them by persons in authority, and cannot 
protect themselves from such offence otherwise than by committing acts of 
insubordination and breach of discipline. 

It becomes, therefore, the public duty of the Commissioners, under circum- 
stances like those described on the present occasion, to interpose their authority 
for the protection of these poor persons ; and they therefore now require you to 
resign into their hands the office of Protestant chaplain of North Dublin Union

With regard to the personal violence which I am to believe was intended or 
suggested towards me, in the fulfilment of my duty, and which was neither re- 
buked nor reproved, I need not say more than such a projected outrage must 
say for itself. 

The Roman-catholic chaplain complains that I have “ frequently pursued the 
conduct he complains of in similar circumstances.” I regret being obliged to 
give a most express and explicit contradiction to the statement. In the first of 
the two cases mentioned, that of Clarke, the nurse of the lunatic ward, it is true 
that I hatl to remonstrate with her upon my finding a Roman-catholic catechism 
with a Protestant lunatic in that ward, and to tell her that I would have her dis- 
missed if I observed any similar interference with the lunatic in question ; an 
•admonition which I am glad to say was not without ils effect, as will appear from 
the Roman-catholic chaplain’s report on this subject, April 30th, 1851, and his 
complaint of this same nurse. 

In the case of M'Lornan it has been proved upon her own sworn testimony, 
that although she had come to me more than once, upon matters concerning her 
husband and herself, I did not enter upon the subject of her religion with her 
until I learned that she was avowedly endeavouring to persuade her husband, who 
from long suffering had become weak in his intellect, and was at the time about 
to suffer the amputation of his foot, to embrace the Roman- catholic faith, and 
with this object had brought him a llomau-catholic book to read. As often as 
opportunity occurred, I did remonstrate with this woman ; and, under all simi- 
lar circumstances, I shall pursue a precisely similar course. 

There is not. any truth in this woman’s statement that what I said to her, on 
one occasion, “ gave her a fever.” For the occasion of her illness, its nature 
and duration, the truth of which is entirely contradictory to her sworn testimony, 
•I refer to the nurse, and the registry of Ward 44, at that time 06. 

Mv friend the Rev. Mr. Barter having stated the truth of the occasion of my 
second visit to Ward 33, I think it unnecessary to say anything of the testimony 
to which that which he gave is directly opposed. 

But for the value of the woman Kavanagh’s testimony, and of the truth or 
. accuracy of anything she swore to, beyond that which I have admitted myself, it 
is right to call attention to the following proof: — 

She undertook to remember accurately all I said, and all I did, and gave me 
credit for much more ; both she and her fellow witness swore that I came to 
speak to them “ the clay after” I spoke to Dwyer ; Kavanagh swore that I came 
the second time on Monday, December 8th. She repeatedly asserted this ; she 
swore that everything else she said was as true as this. 

Now, I was not in the workhouse that day at all. Mr. Barter attended for me 
on that day certainly ; and I believe on the two days following. This will ap- 
pear by reference to the porter’s book. 

What I had to say with regard to the tracts which came into the Roman- 
catholic chaplain’s possession— it does not yet appear how— I must defer f;o 
another opportunity ; for the present, I shall only state that one of my objects in 
publishing the “ Handbook to the Romish Controversy” was, that every Protes- 
tant inmate might have a copy it, as well as a Bible and a Prayer-book ; and 
while it pleases God to spare me, no inmate of this house shall be left without 
such protection as I hold to be essential to secure him from any attacks made 
upon his religion or any snares laid for his soul.

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To the Editor of “ Saunders’ News Letter.” 

Sir, — I was not prepared for the nature and extent of the testimony pro- 
duced at the late investigation at the North Union workhouse, and even if I were, 
there are lengths which nothing should induce me to go in impeaching the 
character or veracity of any witnesses, no matter how adverse their testimony, 
when I am myself conscious of its untruth, and when those who knew me can- 
not fail to come to the same conclusion. 

I have disposed, in my reply to the Roman-catholic chaplain’s report, of all 
that was material, with the exception of one point, which it seems desirable 
should be entered into more in detail, and accordingly I subjoin the following 
documents in reference to the woman M'Lornan’s testimony, who swore in her 
evidence, that in consequence of my remarks upon the sacrifice of the mass she 
took ill, and was confined with typhus fever for six weeks. 

I subjoin two declarations which will set this subject in its right point of view, 
and which were made and subscribed before the magistrate, Dr. Kelly, yesterday 
morning, at the police office Capel-street : 

“ I, Mary Anne Ryan, do solemnly and sincerely declare that I have been nearly 
ten years nurse of the Female Hospital Ward, No. 44, formerly No. 6G. That 
on the 16 th April 1851, M‘ Lorn an was admitted into that ward. That the 
Doctor prescribed for her on the 18 th April. That her complaint is entered in 
the registry under the head of “ Pains.” That fever patients are entered under 
the head of “ Febris.” That she w'as not treated for fever. That she was a 
fortnight in bed and a week up, and was discharged, as appears by the registry, 
May 5th, and that she stated to me on her admission to the ward, that she owed 
her illness to a heavy cold and a bad smell which she got while washing the 
children in the bath room ; and I make this solemn declaration conscientiously 
believing the same to be true, &c.” 

I found it necessary to procure the following further declaration : 

“ I, Anne Bermingham, nurse in the infant ward No. 24, North Union, do 
solemnly and sincerely declare that I was nurse of the infant ward, then No. 50, 
now 24 , in the month of April last, 1851. That M‘Lornan also was nurse of 
that ward at that time. That the evening before she was admitted into the 
hospital ward, she complained that she was ill. That she had got cold, and a 
bad smell in the bath room while washing the children. That, on the next day 
I went with her to No. 62, now 39. That after she had been about two hours 
there, and having seen the doctor, she was removed to nurse Ryan’s ward. 1 hat 
I went with her to No. 62, and left her there, and returning about two hours after 
found that she had been removed to the hospital ward ; and I make this solemn 
declaration conscientiously believing the same to be true.” 

The medical officer will, I am sure, understand why I could not address 
myself to him to establish the foregoing facts, but l must presume that if 
MUornan had been attacked with typhus fever in the month of April last, and 
confined for six weeks with it, he could testify to that effect.

that you would resign into their hands the Protestant chaplaincy of the North 
Dublin Union, the Commissioners are led to infer that the published letter above 
mentioned was intended by you to serve the purpose of an official reply to then 
official communication. ‘ ..

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The Commissioners have also seen in the minutes of the Guardians of North 
Dublin Union of the 7th instant, a report made by you as Protestant chaplain, 
on the subject of the recent inquiry into your conduct, which report appears to 
have been furnished by you to the guardians in the very unusual form of a 
letter to the editor of the “ Saunders’ News Letter,” and to have been published- 
in that journal some days previously to the meeting of the guardians. 

The Commissioners have had both these documents under their consideration ; 
and they observe, that while you refuse to resign the chaplaincy, as required by 
the Commissioners, you do not ask them to reconsider the case, or to make 
further inquiry into the facts ; but you express your intention to maintain your 
office as Protestant chaplain in North Dublin Union, and to resist the authority 
of the Commissioners to the utmost of your power. You seek at the same time 
to invalidate the grounds on which the Commissioners have required you to 
resign the chaplaincy. You state that you have not exceeded the proper limits 
of your duty ; that you have not performed that duty in an aggressive spirit of 
controversialism, or in such a manner as to shock the religious feelings of 
inmates of the workhouse not under your spiritual care ; that you did not in 
your attendance on the inmate named Dwyer, in Hospital Ward 33, speak in a 
voice unnecessarily loud, nor direct your discourse so as to be heard by Roman- 
catholics on that occasion ; and finally, that you did not use offensive language 
to the inmate, M'Lornan, respecting her religion. In support of these several 
denials, you prefer a general charge of false witnesses and perjury on the part 
of the witnesses who gave evidence against you. 

It is observable, however, that, while you impugn the veracity of those 
witnesses, you have not directly denied many of the statements which most 
materially affect your conduct ; but, on the contrary, have given by your own 
language the strongest corroboration of their substantial truth. 

In the evidence regarding your conduct in Ward 33 on the first occasion, 
Catherine Cavauagh, the nurse, stated, that in strongly denouncing the tenets 
of the Roman-catholic religion, you appeared to be addressing every one in the 
ward, which contained seventeen Roman- catholics, and only two Protestants, and 
that yon spoke in a manner to be heard by every one in the ward. This witness, 
in reply to your own questions, stated that she thought, from the way you looked 
round, you were addressing all the people in the ward. 

An inmate of the ward, Eliza Fox, stated as follows : — 

“He was standing at the bedside of the patient; he was standing with his 
back to the wall and his side to the patient, and addressed her in a tone loud 
enough for all in the room to hear him. At first he spoke only to the patient; 
afterwards so that all in the ward could hear.” 



“ The Rev. Mr. Stanford told Dwyer that the Romau -catholic religion was a 
compound of idolatory ; Cavanagh, the nurse, was standing about three beds 
from that of Dwyer ; every one in the ward could hear what was said by 
Mr. Stanford ; thinks that the people within six beds on each side of the ward 
could have heard Mr. Stanford as well as she did ; but won’t say that beyond 
that they could do so.” 



Another inmate, Mary Anne Smith, a Protestant, stated : 

“ Her bed was three beds removed from that of Dwyer ; was standing beside 
her bed at the time Mr. Stanford was in the room. Mr. Stanford spoke in the 
same tone of voice to Dwyer as he speaks in church ; thinks he could be heard 
m any part of the ward.” 

Considering the dimensions of Ward 33, which is a hospital ward for 26 beds, 
the evidence of these witnesses appears to the Commissioners conclusive as to 
the lact of your having so elevated and directed your voice as to be heard 
generally by the patients of the ward, while denouncing in strong languao-e the 
tenets of the Roman-catholic faith. 



Your own language on the occasion of your second -visit to this ward, is thus 
described in the evidence of your curate, Mr. Barter, who accompanied you on 
that occasion: On the nurse (Cavanagh) coming into the ward, Mr. Stanford 
said, it had been reported to him, that she had a difficulty in preventing the 
patients from throwing procurable missiles at his head, and asked her if it was 

true 
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true she had said so. She said, No, there was no necessity to prevent them. 
Mr. Stanford asked her why she had said so. She said, she supposed the 
example of her quietness had kept them, in order. One of the women present 
said, it was very hard that- their religion should be abused. Mr. Stanford said, 
he hoped none of his flock would use violence in that way ; aud said, there 
would be the same cause for their offering violence to the Roman- catholic 
chaplain when he came into the ward with the table and pot of oil for anointing 
the sick, because that such ceremonies were as revolting to Protestants as any 
denunciation of their errors could be to Catholics. One of the women observed 
that Mr. Stanford had no right to say what he did with respect to their religion. 
Mr. Stanford said, if there were a fire before him, he would speak the truth of 
God, as many martyrs had done before. Thinks that what he has stated, was the 
substance of the conversation which passed. The conversation was addressed 
principally to the nurse, but he turned about two or three times towards the 
women who spoke. Does not recollect the Rev. Mr. Stanford taking out any 
book or having one in his hand. Recollects nurse Cavanagh stating that what 
the Rev. Mr. Stanford said had no influence upon her, when Mr. Stanford said, 

* the unbelieving Jews acted in the same way towards our Saviour.’ ” 

The Commissioners think that the language used by you on this occasion, as 
testified by the Rev. Mr. Barter, very materially confirms the substance of the 
statements made by nurse Cavanagh and the inmates regarding your conduct 
in Ward 33, on the previous occasion; and that the same evidence proves incon- 
testably that you performed the duties of Protestant chaplain in a manner which 
gave just offence to the religious feelings of inmates of the workhouse not under 
your spiritual care. 

With regard to the case of M'Lornan, in your report to the guardians of the 
7th instant, you dwell on the alleged falsehood of this woman’s statement, that 
she was so shocked by the language which you addressed to her on the subject 
of her religion, that she became ill of fever, and remained so for six weeks. 

It would have been more to the purpose, in the opinion of the Commissioners, 
if you had been able to deny the substantial truth of this person’s evidence 
regarding the language which in your presence she stated you addressed to her 
respecting her religious belief, she being a registered Roman-catholic, and not 
having invited you to afford her religious advice ; so far, however, from denying 
the alleged tenor of your conversations with M‘Lornan, you have, in your 
letter to the Commissioners, and your reports to the guardians, justified your 
interference with the religious belief of this inmate, on the ground that her 
husband being a Protestant, it was necessary for you to prevent his conversion 
to the Roman-catholic faith, by acting on him through his wife. If this justi- 
fication were allowed by the Commissioners it would necessarily follow from 
such a precedent that where one or more members of a family in a workhouse 
professed a different religion from the rest, all the members of that family would 
be subject to the ministrations of the chaplains of the several persuasions to 
which individual members happened to belong. The practical effect of such a 
conclusion would at once render the workhouse an arena for the display of 
religious animosity and of polemical disputes. The Commissioners feel unwilling 
to enter minutely on the subject of the precise language imputed to you by the 
evidence of Mrs. M'Lornan. 

It is sufficient for them to observe that the tenor of that language, addressed, 
as it is stated to have been addressed, to a Roman-catholic desirous to continue 
in that persuasion, was of such a nature that in the opinion of the Commissioners 
it ought to have received from you an emphatic denial, if it were in your power 
to deny it. Whether that may be the case or not, the announcement of your 
intention to proceed as you have proceeded, in a systematic course of inter- 
ference with the religious opinions of Roman-catholic inmates under like circum- 
stances to those described, leaves the Commissioners no alternative but to 
exercise that authority over you which you have expressed your determination to 
resist to the utmost, and to deprive you of the office of Protestant chaplain of the 
North Dublin Union. 

The order removing you from that office is enclosed herewith.

And whereas we, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland, have deemed it necessary to remove the said Rev. Charles Stuart Stanford from the 
office of chaplain of the said workhouse. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in us in this behalf, we do hereby remove 
the said Rev. Charles Stuart Stanford from the office of chaplain of the workhouse of the 
North Dublin Union.

Letter from the Rev. C. S. Stanford to the Commissioners, dated January 1852. 

I received an official communication from you last evening, in which, having reiterated 
the complaints of the Roman-catholic chaplain, and conveyed your persuasion of their 
justice and truth, you call upon me to “ resign into your hands the office of Protestant 
chaplain of the North Dublin Union.” 

I was not surprised at this, having been for some time past familiar with your leaning to 
the Roman-catholic side of every question affecting the religion of the respective denomina- 
tions m the hnnsp. 1 



The persons whose wishes and interests I have to consult on this occasion, are the Pro- 
testant inmates of the North Union ; and as my ministry, and that of my assistants, has 



always 
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always been acceptable, and, under God’s providence, abundantly blessed amongst them I 
shall retract nothing of what I have said, repenting nothing of what I have done, and I will 
not resign into your hands a trust which I hope I have always endeavoured faithfully, how- 
ever imperfectly, to fulfil. Any attempt on your part to enforce a requirement as unreason- 
able as it is unjust, I shall, for the sake of those whose interests you plainly regard as 
unimportant, and for their sake only, to the utmost of my power resist. 

You will have to bear with some plain speaking from me. But 1 pray that 1 may not 
forget the respect which I owe to my position and myself. . 

Ft is not the fact, as you assert, “ that X have exceeded on several occasions the proper 
limits of my duty.” It is not the fact that I have performed that duty 111 “an aggressive 
spirit of controversialism/ and in such a manner as “to shock the religious feelings ot the 
inmates of the workhouse not under my spiritual care. . 

It was my duty to five the woman Dwyer such advice and instruction as best suited her 
case. And of this I am the best judge. It is not true that I addressed her “m a voice 
unnecessarily loud.” Nor is it true “ that I directed my discourse so as to be heard by the 
Roman-catholics on that occasion.” It is true that I strongly reprobated, as I ought, the 
system which she was about to embrace. I had every right to do so while she was yet 
under my charge ; and if I had not fully explained to her the fatal step she was about to 
take, then, indeed, I should have felt that I was no longer worthy of the office you require 

If you mean by “ an aggressive spirit of controversialism,” that I proved to her, from the 
Scriptures, the utter unsoundness of the creed she was going to profess, then 1 admit your 
charge. If you attach any other meaning to it, I repudiate it as utterly untrue. 

Do you expect to establish the principle, that the tone of the Protestant minister s voice, 
and the quality of his instruction, are to be regulated by the taste or distaste of the Roman- 
catliolic officers and inmates of the ward in which he may be called on to give them ? And 
if the latter disapprove of the mode in which he discharges his duty, may lie then be injured 
or insulted bv them with impunity, be complained of by the R °“ a . n " cathollc xJ'V 
his resignation demanded by the Poor Law Commissioners? I think you will find that the 

day is gone by for such arbitrary and inquisitorial tyranny as this. ,,, , , 

As to my having “shocked the religious feelings of the patients in Ward 33, I do not 
know what credit you may give for “ religious feelings to persons who are said to have 
meditated a most gross and unjustifiable outrage. But it nvay not be annss to appnse jou, 
if you do not know it already, that Ward 33, for whose inmates you show so much sympathy 
is a ward set apart for diseases incidental to the worst form of profligacy, and the veiy last 
part of the house where I think you would find any “ religious feelings to shock. 1 have 
seldom witnessed a more painful sight than the abandonment to utter ignorance of those who 
abandon themselves to utter destruction. It was from this quarter that J e ev, ^ enc I 
supplied to which you give credit in preference to that of the Rev. Mi. Baitei. But I am 
happy to say that a discerning public have struck the balance the other way.

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Do you suppose that the Protestant inmates need no defence against such aggression as 
this, which I know to exist? It is a very significant fact, that since separate wards were 
secured for the infirm Protestants, there have been no so-called conversions to the Roman- 
catholic faith, and before this, there were two or three generally every week. If you think 
that the " aggressive spirit of controversialism ” is not wholly on the Roman-catholic side of 
the house, you are most grievously mistaken, and you are equally so if you suppose I shall 
not meet and defeat such aggression in every way that I consistently can. 

There has been no breach of good order or discipline in the house, and you have no right 
to call upon me to resign ray office, because you think proper to anticipate it. It is not long 
since the Roman-catholic chaplain threatened a rebellion in the house if he were not allowed 
to go to any Protestant that might send for him ; he avowed he would trample on all rules, 
and made some allusion to a “ bad Catholic master,” which it was impossible to mistake but 
you took no notice of this. 

I am happy to say I can confidently appeal to the master of the workhouse for the 
general propriety and orderly demeanor of the inmates under my charge, and if the same 
pains were taken at the other side of the house on the same principles, you would have no 
breach of good order or discipline to fear. 

In conclusion, I shall maintain my office, gentlemen, in the North Dublin Union as Pro- 
testant chaplain, cost me what it may, until I see that it is God’s will to remove me. And 
the very fact that you have espoused that side of the question which has been supported on 
false witness and perjury, makes me more determined, as long as God may enable me to pro-

I received last evening from you the documents, copies of which appeared in the 
“ Saunders’ News Letter” of to-day. 

You address to me, along with the notice of my removal from the office of chaplain to the 
North Dublin Union, a letter in vindication of a course of conduct to which none of your 
past proceedings which have come under my cognizance afford a parallel, and which it would 
infer a temper and a spirit like your own to designate as it deserves. 

You felt of course, that you should endeavour to make some case for yourselves ; and 
vou forwarded to the Board of Guardians and to me this second document, with which I am 
willing to let my letter to you of the 7th January stand side by side, and test_byit the truth 
and justice of your arguments. 

Mv reason for sending that letter to the daffy papers, in the first instance, was, that I 
considered it essential it should appear simultaneously with your call upon me to resign my 
office and so expose the entire absence of reason and propriety from your requirement. 
Want of time and a pressure of engagements prevented my sending you a written copy of it 
sooner than I did. . 

My motive for sending any other letters of mine for insertion in the public journals was,

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that the evidence having closed, it was the shortest way to correct any false impressions 
which false testimony might have made upon the public mind. 

After you had formed your conclusions upon the evidence submitted to you, and expressed 
your conviction that its accuracy was in no wise affected by the character or motive of the 
witnesses, I do not exactly see of what use any appeal for farther inquiry on my part mioht 
have been. I presume when you went so far as to require me to resign my office, you ltad 
made up your minds that no new feature could be adduced in the case which would alter 
your determination. 

As you have only in your letter of yesterday reiterated the substance of your former 
report, I shall merely recapitulate my contradiction of the false witness and perjury on which 
it is based.

I do not deny that I explained fullv and clearly to the woman I was addressing 
the pernicious character of the system to which she was about to sacrifice her hopes and 
prospects for eternity. God forbid I had not done so, and that I were not thus clear from 
her blood.

It is not the fact, I repeat it from my former letter, that I used “ offensive and irritating- 
language to M'Loman. It is not the fact that she either expressed, or could have ex- 
pressed herself offended or irritated at what I said. Her swearing the reverse, after such a 
lapse or time, and her swearing that she took a fever after my first expostulation with her 
is testimony of the same stamp.

Ever, while listening to you, have we felt that your words sprung from a truly Christian 
and benevolent heart ; and the fatherly interest you have always taken in us, evinced more 
particularly in your noble efforts to rescue and restore all that you could to their former 
position in life, has fully confirmed that feeling. 

Trusting that the pastor we love may still be left us, we conclude by offering you this feeble 
tribute of our affection, gratitude, and sympathy.

I have disposed, in my reply to the Roman-catholic chaplain’s report, of all that was
